Propping of Expeditions 

The parties Ilmsalu, Krapu and Paaru were dropped on 
the night of 20/21 April from a Do 24* On account of the low clouds 
and ground mist the parties could not be drcnped exactly at the re- 
quired points* Orje member of the Krapu party .lumped too early so 
that the rest of the party were not dropped at the appointed place* 

The parties Kamele and Tallku were flown over the ground 
in another Do 24 on the night 22/23 April but could not parachute 
on account of ground mist and low cloud* The operation was repeated 
successfully on the night of 23/24 April* The party Kamele was 
dropped in two runs. The first three to be dropped signalled as 
a4Utanged with the flash lights to help the second run* A member 
o^ the crew reports that while the last man was descending he saw 
a white rocke(t fired from the ground. It is possible that he mis- 
took the flash light signals for a rocket. No other signal, apart 
from the flash light, had been arranged with the first party and 
it was not known that the party possessed any signal rocket or pistol*

According to the Captain of the seaplane the flight 
was extremely difficult through cloud and mist* The dropping points 
were, however, pin-*' pointed* Dropping height 200 metBBs. Parachutes 
all opened* The last two members of the Krapu party were dropped 
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at the same place where the first man had fallen out too 
early while looking out of the plane and where he had afterwards 
been seen*
